ILLEGAL OYSTER 
PICKERS CAUGHT

ILLEGAL oyster pickers caught in 
Southend were forced to hand back 
a haul of 1,400 oysters that weighed 
275kg. 

Southend council’s environmental 
health officers intercepted the men 
who had collected 11 large sacks of 
Pacific oysters without official safe 
authorisation. 

There are strict local laws about 


gathering oysters. 

Where approval has been given for 
oysters to be harvested, environmen¬ 
tal health officers will check they 
are sent to the approved premises 
with the correct paperwork that 
enables the oysters to be traced. 

Without registration documents it 
is illegal to gather oysters from 
Southend for commercial sale. 

The oyster pickers voluntarily sur¬ 
rendered their harvest after being 
warned of the consequences of not 


having the official papers. Council 
officers then returned the oysters to 
the Thames estuary. 

Southend councillor for public 
protection, waste and transport, 
Tony Cox said it is vital for public 
health, that the correct procedures 
about collecting oysters are fol¬ 
lowed to the letter. 

Cllr Cox said: “Anyone who har¬ 
vests oysters in Southend for com¬ 
mercial sale must have the correct 
permissions which indicate exactly 


where the oysters were collected and 
where they will be processed. 

“This is an essential way to protect 
people from the risks of eating 
potentially contaminated products 
and instead help ensure that the oys¬ 
ters they buy are fully safe. 

“The details of this recent incident 
demonstrate our continuing efforts 
to tackle the illegal picking of oys¬ 
ters and will serve as a warning to 
anyone else planning to try and flout 
the law.”

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Vow to improve 
as ambulance 
directors resign

Anger at library 
volunteer plan 


ESSEX’S failing ambulance 
service has vowed to improve 
after its five non-executive 
directors resigned. 

Paul Remington, Caroline 
Bailes, Margaret Stockham, 
Anne Osborn and Phil Barlow 
have stepped down from the East 
of England Ambulance Trust. 

The service had been criticised 
for almost two years before 
Anthony Marsh published his 
critical report earlier this month. 

Dr Anthony Marsh, chief exec¬ 
utive of the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service, was com¬ 
missioned to write the report 
because of concerns over emer¬ 
gency response times. 

In March, the trust was 
ordered to improve by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
after failing to meet its care and 
welfare target. 

A spokesman for the ambu¬ 
lance trust said the service was 
‘drawing a line in the sand’ fol¬ 
lowing the resignations. 

He said: “The Non Executive 
Directors have taken these 
actions in the best interests of 
patients and the Trust and didn’t 
want the issue of their roles to 
sidetrack the Trust from having 
an unrelenting focus on patients, 
the care they’re given, and the 
service they receive.” 

Dr Geoff Harris, the new 
Chair of the Trust, added: “This 
is a line in the sand for the 
Trust and I thank the Non- 
Executive Directors for their 
collective action. We must 
maintain our focus on continu¬ 
ing to drive up the service to 
patients whilst I focus on 
putting a new Board in place.” 

Problems intensified earlier 
this year when Essex police and 
fire services raised fears about 
the poor response times of 
ambulance crews.

THE RSPCA is warning people it has 
found three cats suffering from the 
effects of antifreeze poisoning in 
Southend. 

The cats that were living rough but 
being fed by residents in Jena Close, in 
Shoebury, have all been taken ill. 

The first cat, a black and white 
female, was seen staggering around, in 
an unresponsive state with blood com¬ 
ing from her nose and mouth on 
Sunday June 24. She was taken to a 
vet and put to sleep. 

The other two cats, another black and 
white female and a tortoiseshell of 
unknown sex, were reported to 
RSPCA inspector Adam Jones on 
Sunday, June 30. 

He said: “One of them was unre¬ 
sponsive like the first and the other 
was still responsive but foaming at the 
mouth. 

“They were also taken to a vet who 
put them to sleep to end their suffering. 

“This is quite an open area with 
houses backing onto an industrial 
estate. We would appeal to anyone 
using antifreeze to check that the 
chemical is still secure and has not 
spilled. 

“Antifreeze is very attractive to cats 
but it causes terrible damage to their 
internal organs.” 

If anyone has any idea how these cats 
came into contact with antifreeze they 
can call the inspector information line 
on 0300 123 8018 and leave a message 
for inspector Jones 13188.

OFSTED Inspectors have given 
Lancaster School a huge boost fol¬ 
lowing the publication of its latest 
report saying behaviour and safety 
of students is outstanding. 

Inspectors visited the school, in 
Prittlewell Chase, Westcliff, on 
June 12 and 13 and have judged the 
school overall as ‘good’ bringing it 
up from its previous rating of just 
‘satisfactory’. 

The school is for students aged 14 


to 19 years with a range of complex 
learning and medical needs. Its 
headteacher, Melanie Hall, was 
appointed in September 2011, six 
months after the school received 
the disappointing ‘satisfactory’ 
inspection in March.

They behave 
extremely well and feel safe.” 

It added that: “Teaching is mostly 
good and some is outstanding. 
Students really enjoy their lessons. 


“Students achieve well because 
teachers keep their eye on their 
work and help them catch up if they 
fall behind. The school works hard 
to make sure parents feel they are 
listened to. Parents think the school 
is ‘brilliant’ and has made a real 
difference.” 

Mrs Hall said she was proud of 
the progress the school had made. 

The headteacher said: “I am real¬ 
ly thrilled for the students, staff, 
parents/carers and governors who 
have supported the school fully 
over the last two years.”

four offences. He was jailed at 
Southend Magistrates’ Court 
for six weeks for each theft, set 
to run consecutively.

After 
viewing CCTV from the sta¬ 
tion, Mr Chaplin is believed to 
be seen in the vicinity of the 
station at the time of the inci¬ 
dents, and officers are keen to 
trace him.”

LITTLE WONDERS 


S INGING teacher Cathy 
Edkins was so enthralled 
when she discovered 
Little Women the musical, she 
decided to stage the show for 
a local audience. 

“I was stunned by the whole thing. 
It had everything, beautiful music, a 
well loved story and best of all - a 
lot of parts for me to offer to past 
and present students," she said. 

Cathy's attention had first been 
drawn to the 'main' song in the 
show 1 Astonishing' when she was 
looking for something new to per¬ 
form herself.

YA features reporter Liz Wade goes out and about with her boys 


W HEN a person's career 
included 94 major archi¬ 
tectural projects it is easy 
to see why so many people would 
flock to their former residence to 
discover exactly what they had 
created in and around their home. 

That is exactly what people do 
when they visit The Gibberd 
Garden, which was once home to 
Sir Frederick Gibberd who 
designed everything from 
Liverpool's Roman Catholic 
Cathedral and The Central Mosque 
in Regents Park, to the first three 
Heathrow terminals. 

But his work on Harlow New 
Town, for which he was appointed 
the master-planner in 1946, left 
such a lasting impression that 
many regard the original plan as 
his greatest achievement. While 
the plan made a lasting impression 
on his followers, the town itself 
made just a big an impression on 
Sir Frederick, as he decided to set¬ 
tle there in a house in Marsh Lane, 
on the outskirts of Harlow, in 1955. 

While Sir Frederick, who was 
made a CBE in 1954 and received 
a knighthood in 1967, had planned 
to demolish the house and replace 
it with one of his own designs, per¬ 
mission was denied so instead he 
set about transforming the building 


as well as at its gardens, situated 
on the side of a small valley which 
slopes down to the Pincey Brook. 

While he never had a master plan 
for the seven acre garden he had a 
clear idea of what he wanted so, 
as well as formal lawns and flower 
beds, there are many other treats 
to discover. Its tangle of pathways 
include a stroll along the brook- 
side, a walk through an avenue of 
trees, space to enjoy amongst its 
young trees in the arboretum and 
time to relax beside an island fort 
where the kids can defend its 
drawbridge. 

But every turn in the peaceful 
and tranquil gardens offers some¬ 
thing else for you to gaze at - 88 
different sculptures. While there 
were only three of these sculptures 
in the garden at the time of his 
second marriage in 1972, after that 
Lady Gibberd - an active member 
of the Harlow Art Trust - began a 
new phase to the garden design 
by presenting Sir Frederick with 
Gerda Rubinstein's sculpture, City, 
as a wedding present. This marked 
the start of the couple's collection 


of sculptures, ceramic pots and 
architectural salvage that contin¬ 
ued right up to Sir Frederick's 
death in 1984. 

If you are looking for further inspi¬ 
ration then you can also take a look 
around The Gibberd Rooms, inside 
Sir Frederick's home, which have 
been restored as much as possible 
to how they would have looked in 
the 60's, with authentic furniture and 
fittings. Here you will find models of 
some of his projects, information on 


his lifetime's work, photographs and 
memorabilia. 

During his lifetime Sir Frederick, 
who believed that garden design 
was an art of space, like architec¬ 
ture and town design, described 
his garden as “a series of rooms, 
each with its own character, from 
small intimate spaces to large 
enclosed prospects”. 

These wonderful 'rooms' perfect¬ 
ly illustrate his philosophy while the 
sculptures dotted around them 


show just why Lady Gibberd's 
choice of designs helped lead 
Harlow to gain the title of Sculpture 
Town. 

While Sir Frederick passed away 
in 1984 his home in Marsh Lane 
remains as a wonderful reminder of 
both his work and his life, and 
offers a wonderful place to take a 
stroll and be inspired.

We are based in Chalkwell Hall (the big white house with 
turbines on the roof in Chalkwell Park) and from here we 
organise all kinds of arts projects. 

We work with around 4000 school pupils each year - our 
latest project is On The Line - an exhibition that can be seen 
on the ground floor of Chalkwell Hall today. 1000 young 
people and 22 artists have created artworks in response to 
the history of the Thames Estuary. Yesterday (Friday 12 
July) we hosted Village Green: The Hext Generation - a 
festival exclusively for 5 -16 year olds, with more than 500 
young performers and an audience of 4000. We run free 
Arts Award courses for 11-16 year olds during term time and 
paid for arts Summer School workshops for 5-11 year olds. 

Artists from around the world come to live and work from 
the Hall for short periods to develop new projects and ideas 
for Southend.

OLD TRUNK 

Old Trunk have curated a stage full of brilliantly original theatre at this year’s festival. 
What, where, why and who is Old Trunk? Tell me. 

The professional-sounding spiel is that Old Trunk is a new-writing theatre company that 
creates darkly comic, visceral, multi-role journeys of the soul for the stage. The less 
fluffy truth is that me and my co-Artistic Director and best friend Sarah Mayhew decided 
that there r s a lot of nobs about and we'd like to create our own work and work with each 
other more. Under the officialdom of running a company we pretty much just chat about 
stuff we want to do and then do it. 

Without meaning to sound rude, er, how old is Old Trunk? 

Well, although Sarah and I have worked together on loads of things (mainly comedy) for 
years, Old Trunk is just turning one. In baby terms we're not yet on solids and you have to 
keep checking our bums every five minutes. I keep meaning to look through my phone for 
the date of the exact text where I said in a huff one day "Ugh. I just want to set up a 
theatre company and do plays all the time" and Sarah said "Alright wench, let's ruddy do 
it." That text would yield our proper birthday and we would know when to celebrate 
instead of just guessing and eating cake every day in the month of June for good 
measure. 

What are you working on at the moment? 

Our first play The Bastard Children of Remington Steele started off as an idea for a 
sketch show initially - over a pint in Old Leigh - and later became a play. We premiered it 
at the Camden Fringe, then had a sold-out run at the Leicester Square theatre. We're now 
writing its prequel, The Secret Wives of Andy Williams. Lots of top industry people have 
been very supportive, as have our wonderful patrons Jenny Eclair, Phill Jupitus and 
Deborah Frances-White. It's all so much fun sometimes we almost feel guilty. 

And at Village Green? What are you taking out of the Trunk to show us? A mixed bag of 
utter delight! Sketches, world theatre, physical theatre, puppetry, storytelling, song, 
music and dance... then a sneaky peek of our new play followed by the pant-splittingly 
funny Jigsaw (from Radio 4), Being Human's Colin Hoult with his show Characthorse, 
the Fringe First Award winning Dirty Great Love Story, and then we're finishing with - The 
Vagabond Diaries featuring the sublime music of M G Boulter.

DB COHEN 

Born in South London and raised on Bob Dylan, D.B’s sound has been described as a cross 
between Paul Weller, Jake Bugg, The Kooks, Chicago Blues, Rockabilly, and 2-Tone. 
Starting out, Daniel Ben began his musical career with Tokyo based band Mole, singing 
Velvet Underground covers and original material in the clubs of Shibuya and Shinjuku. He 
has recently teamed up with producer Snowboy to record his latest album 'Scratchcards 
& Wine". 

So what made you turn to music. What was the lightbulb moment? I always travelled with 
an old acoustic guitar and would always pick up new chords and songs whilst on the road. 
But it was during four years living in Japan that I started writing my own songs. I played 
in Nirvana and Velvet Underground cover bands in Tokyo (I was drunk and western 
enough to be considered as a good front man!). After 2 years I formed a band called the 
'Dogs Bollox' and played gypsy music, Kinks and Sex Pistols covers alongside newly 
penned originals. 

Who makes up the band performing today? What’s the link with Village Green? 

Most of the band hail from Southend. I'm lucky to have members of Florence and The 
Machine, The Baddies, Emile Sande and The Specials all in the band; Toby Gore on drums, 
Mark Saunders on bass, Mike Webster on guitar, Ladonna Harley-Peters backing vocals, 
with Andy Gray leading the 3-piece brass section. Also Rochford's own Simon 'Sting' 
Davies playing hammond organ. 

So how did your style come about? 

I was brought up listening to the Stones, Bob Dylan, Aretha Franklin, and old blues 
records. My Dad collected artists whose name always had a 'Lightning' or 'Gatemouth' 
before their surname. I'm a 60 s throwback really, but I love Paul Weller, Trojan Ska, 
Supergrass. I was a wannabe Mod during my teenage years. 

So our local legend, Snowboy, is your producer. How did that happen? 

I first saw Snowboy at the Kentish Town Forum when he played with the James Taylor 
Quartet. I'd bought my brother tickets for his birthday, standing in the front row, I 
distinctly remember both of us being blown away by this huge man smacking the hell out 
of these poor congas. Years later I would frequent Snowboy's long standing Funk night at 
Madame Jojo's, and it was here I approached him, 2am and blind drunk. I asked him if he 
would listen to a demo I'd written. Being the gentleman he is, he agreed, and fortunately, 
he loved what he heard. Snowboy has become a good friend and musical mentor. 

Do you like playing at festivals? 

Village Green 2013 will be my first ever festival appearance! I'll let you know afterwards 
if I like it! I'm sure it's going to be a fantastic experience. I've got to know Southend quite 
well over the years, most of the band are based here, and I recorded most of the album at 
Big Noise Studios in Rochford. I feel like I'm an adopted Southender. 

So the new album...tell us about it. 

Each track has its own story. Robert Zimmerman taught me that if songs aren't conveying 
an emotion directly they best have a good story, or at least some humour and irony. Most 
of my songs are personal experiences filtered through a style of music that I'm listening 
to at the time.

Now you see it, now you don’t 


Now you see me (12A, 115 mins) 


N othing is what it seems in Louis 
Letterier's high-stakes game of 
cat and mouse between four 
crowd-pleasing Las Vegas illusionists 
and the FBI. Every narrative twist could 
be a double-bluff, every failure a care¬ 
fully orchestrated diversion and every 
flirtation a calculated exercise in audi¬ 
ence manipulation. 

Screenwriters Ed Solomon, Boaz Yakin 
and Edward Ricourt hold all the aces and 
for the opening 30 minutes, their collective 
sleight of hand dazzles and intrigues in 
equal measure. Now You See Me sets up 
the tricks, engineers them with elan and 
coolly reveals the ingenious method 
behind the on-stage madness. 

Alas, when it comes to the grand final 
illusion which takes up most of the sec¬ 
ond hour, director Letterier doesn't play 
entirely fair. He untethers the plot from 
plausibility and logic, allowing every¬ 
thing to teeter risibly on coincidence, 
physical improbability and outrageous 
good fortune. We might just forgive the 
script its outlandishness if a tongue 
was wedged firmly in cheek, but the 
film is deadly serious about its jiggery 
pokery. 

The prologue introduces us to close-up 
conjurer Daniel Atlas (Jesse Eisenberg), 
escapologist Henley Reeves (Isla Fisher), 
mentalist Merrit McKinney (Woody 
Harrelson) and street magician Jack 
Wilder (Dave Franco), who are success¬ 
ful in their own fields, dazzling small audi¬ 
ences with their showmanship. 

Each performer receives a Tarot card 
bearing the same information: "March 


29, 4:44pm 45 East Evan St. NY, NY" 

As instructed, the quartet arrives at an 
apartment in New York, where a dazzling 
light show reveals an illusion that will 
stun the world. One year later, Daniel, 
Henley, Merrit and Jack are reborn as 
The Four Horsemen. 

In front of a live audience, they choose 
an audience member at random and 
magically transport their stooge to a 
bank in Paris to raid millions from the 
vault. With their sponsor Arthur Tressler 
(Michael Caine) and renowned sceptic 
Thaddeus Bradley (Morgan Freeman) 
watching in the aisles, Daniel, Henley, 
Merrit and Jack pull off this seemingly 
impossible feat. 

Within hours, they are under arrest 
and facing interrogation by FBI Agent 
Dylan Rhodes (Mark Ruffalo), who 
doesn't want the case, nor the added 
distraction of Interpol agent Alma Dray 
(Melanie Laurent). The cops quickly 
learn that they underestimate the magi¬ 
cians at their peril. 

Ignore the gaping plot holes and Now 
You See Me is a lot of fun. The script 
trades heavily on the sniping banter 
between the four magicians, who 
always seem to be one step ahead of 
Rhodes and the authorities. Action 
scenes are orchestrated at full pelt 
including an explosive car chase and a 
night-time race across rooftops. 

The film's pivotal nugget of informa¬ 
tion becomes blindingly obvious well 
before Letterier engineers the big 
reveal, but it doesn't greatly temper our 
enjoyment, simply giving us more time 
to piece everything together.

All UK versions of the new Carens come

The Carens’ new look creates a real 
impact with a complete design overhaul no 
less dramatic than that which breathed real 
new life into the company’s Spoilage SUV.
